Sages ake? Ea S REPORT 


The superintendent of schools of Jefferson presents the 
following report : 


By a very wise and generous vote of the citizens at the 
last school meeting, we have been enabled to lengthen the 
school year in the grade schools from thirty to thirty-six 
weeks, giving the pupils a much better opportunity to pre- 
pare for high school work. 

The schools have been constantly improving under the 
care of efficient teachers. Nearly every grade teacher is a 
Normal graduate or holds a State certificate so that the 
town receives two dollars per week on each one so quali- 
fied, to help pay the salary. If the present teachers con- 
tinue in service for the full thirty-six weeks of the school 
year, the town will draw from the state next December the 
probable sum of $576 on qualified teachers. Two teachers 
attended the school at Plymouth last summer and secured 
state certificates. 

On account of the great burden of work in the grade 
school at the Hill, it has been necessary to provide an as- 
sistant who works under the direction of Miss Ethel F. 
Cooley. The results secured here seem to prove that 
this was a wise arrangement. And inasmuch as some 
other schools in town have nearly as much work, the 
superintendent would recommend that pupils who have 
reached the seventh and eighth grades be urged to form 
classes at the Hill under the care ‘of Miss Cooley, thus re- 
lieving the work in the crowded schools and not unfairly 
increasing the burden for the two teachers in the Hill 
school. There would be a decided advantage in this 
plan as classes could have a year or two together for 
special preparation before entering the high school. 

The work in manual training has been enlarged and 
some very good work has been done, particularly in the 
Meadows grammar school where the pupils have provided 
an additional bench for sloyd work, and the girls have 
done some very good work in sewing. By giving an enter- 
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tainment, the school raised funds to carry on and enlarge 
the work. Considerable has been done in several schools 
to repair the buildings and provide equipment. A great 
deal more might be done with this work if more funds 
were available. We ought to have some cooking for the 
girls as well as sewing. 

There ought to be a domestic science course for the girls 
in the high school to compare with the agricultural course 
for the boys. 

Several volumes have been added to the school libraries 
and the pupils have eagerly read some of these books. 
Here is a field in which a vast amount of good may be 
done by equipping the schools with wholesome literature 
in addition to the regular textbooks. At Starrking and 
the Meadows music books have been provided by the pupils 
and drill in music is being carried on. 

By a system of weekly reports and by the faithful 
endeavor of the teachers, supported by the parents, consid- 
erable interest has been aroused to keep up the attendance 
and keep down the tardiness. Several schools have more 
than once reported 100 percent for the week, and the most 
of them have a minimum of unnecessary absence or tardi- 
ness. The greatest trouble is in the primary school at the 
Meadows. Attention is again called to the fact that every 
half day’s absence lessens the chances of drawing state aid. 

With some exceptions teachers’ meetings have been held 
twice a month, at which meetings the teachers meet to 
present papers, discuss school problems and current events, 
and frequently to actually teach classes of pupils whocome 
inthe evening. It has been very gratifying to have the 
school board and other citizens attend some of these meet- 
ings. ‘Teachers have shown a very earnest and progres- 
Sive spirit by their attendance at these meetings, often 
coming several miles in order to be present. 

A very pleasing public exercise in connection with the 
schools was the observance of Memorial Day, when all the 
schools met at the Hill for a combined program. One 
member of the G. A. R. honored us with his presence and 
the citizens laid aside regular work to assist in doing 
honor to the memory of departed heroes. After the pro- 
gram in the hall, a procession was formed in charge of 
Principal L. A. Carlisle and marched to the cemetery, 
where children placed wreaths on soldiers’ graves. 

Attention is called to the pleasing appearance of River- 
ton schoolhouse since it has been repaired. It is certainly 
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a very attractive building and is being carefully kept by 
the teacher in charge. The Superintendent enjoys looking 
at this building with its clean white paint suggesting 
purity and the flag flying above suggesting patriotism. 
The hard wood floor, new adjustable seats and tinted walls 
make the inside also attractive. Few realize the influence 
of such a building, for good, on growing boys and girls. 
There is still a need here, as well as in some of the other 
schools, of more slate blackboards surface. 

There should also be some better arrangement in all the 
schoolrooms heated by stove, for a distribution of heat by 
ventilation. This could be accomplished by placing steel 
jackets around the stoves, leaving a place for the passage 
of air. 

The Bailey schoolhouse needs thorough renovation 
during the coming year, Starrking needs shingling and 
minor repairs, and Highlands needs new doorsteps and a 
better arranged toilet for the boys. Too much emphasis 
cannot be laid upon the importance of clean, well ventilated 
toilets free from all suggestion of vileness and impurity. 

The Valley school has become so small (only six at 
present) that the superintendent would renew his recom- 
mendation of last year that this house be closed and the 
pupils conveyed to the Meadows, where there is room for 
all. ‘This could probably be done at less expense than the 
school can be maintained. The plan was approved by the 
state superintendent when he inspected the schools last 
spring. It is also recommended that as rapidly as possible 
the school board work toward a consolidated school system. 

Special attention is called to the good results being 
obtained through the work in Jefferson High School, par- 
ticularly with reference to the work in agriculture. The 
class is now studying animal husbandry and dairying. An 
outline of this work appears in the Hand Book which has 
been sent out to parents and citizens. Part of the work 
consists in visiting the herds of farmers and, directed by 
Principal Carlisle, passing judgment on the cattle. Know- 
ledge is thus being gained which will be of great value to 
the boys in their work at home on the farm. Last spring 
a contest was started in raising potatoes. Some of the 
boys bought the chemicals and learned a lesson in mixing 
their own fertilizer. In the fall a fair was arranged in 
connection with the grange at which the potatoes were 
put up forjudgment. The fair, under the very efficient 
management of Principal Carlisle, proved very successful. 
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Prof. Rasmussen of Durham attended and acted as judge 
on the potatoes, and also conducted a cow-judging contest 
among the boys. His address inthe evening was very 
helpful to those interested in agriculture. There is already 
much stir among the farmers as to better methods of dairy- 
ing. The influence of the high school work is something 
Jefferson cannot afford to lose. 

The superintendent has been busy attending to his 
round of duties. He has made 146 visits in the schools, 
planning methods of improvement in the work, inspecting 
buildings, delivering supplies, conducting examinations, 
attending the teachers’ meetings, looking after attendance 
of pupils, etc. 

Parents and other citizens are urged to visit the schools 
and become acquainted with the work which the pupils are 
doing. ‘There are special literary programs on Friday 
afternoons when pupils give readings, recitations, compo- 
sitions of merit and current events. Portfolios of work are 
kept for inspection. 

Owing to the fact that the term has not yet closed it is 
impossible to give full statistics, but following is a list of 
the schools with names of teachers, their salaries and the 
school enrollment :
